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PREFACE, 



Ths fblloBKuig QuestioDA, designed to include the Gas- 
jiela, and the Aqts of the Apostles, were suggested by the 
expeiienoe of the author particularly in the instruction of 
JBible classes. The importance of Questions on the les- 
sons previously appointed, is now felt by all whose office 
it is to explain m this manner the Sacred Scriptures. Dif> 
ferent systems of Questiims, with various degrees of va- 
lue, have accordingly been furnished for Bible classes, and 
Sunday Schools, still the author was acquainted with none 
that combined so many desirable properties, as to preclude 
tdl hope of superior excellence^ nor does the author of 
these questions entertain any expectation that they will be 
found to be of such a character, ^as to preclude the pros- 
pect of future improvement. It was felt that there was 
im ropening in this department of inati-uction, unoccupied ; 
un humble effort is here made, to posaess that uuappropri- 
ated territory, .and to furnish one, of many aids, in imbu- 
ing the minds of the young, with the knowledge of the 
sacred writings. 

Questions on the Old Testament, den^^ed for Bible 
classes exclusively, have been furnished, satisfactorily it 
is believed to the pubtic, by tfie Rev. Mr. Bush. It was 
understood not to be his design, to publish Questions on 
the New Testament. These Questions now published, 
contemplate in some measure the continuation of his plan, 
and are designed to furnish aid on the liistorical Books of 
tlie New Testament, similar to that rendered by his, on the 
Old. 

These Questions are intended "for BiMe Clasaea and 
Sundajf SchooUj^* simply because they are parts of the 
same system of instruction. Both are, or will herealler 
1)0. it is believed, regarded, as jiart of a Pastor^s duly — in 



«ne of which, he employs more frequently the aid of 
others; and in the other, imparts more directly the instruc- 
tion himself. Yet the members of Bible classes will soon 
be made up chiefly of those who hav^ been members of 
Sabbath Schools; to a considerable extent, they are now 
composed of those who are teachers in those Schools; and 
the same explanations are necessary substantially for both ; 
and the same questions — with diti&rent degrees of plain- 
ness, or difficulty, must, in some stage of the instruction 
be asked of bodi. Both must be brought under the Pas- 
tor's ejre ; and perhaps in most cases the degree Of atten- 
tion with wluch he regards these systems of Instruction, 
will be the measure of his ultimate success in the minis- 
fry. There appears, therefore, to be no propriety in hav- 
ing different books of questions, adapted to Sunday Schools 
and Bible classes.— All that is necessary appears to be, to 
mark a part of the Questions as arising simply from the 
sacred text, and to be answered in the very words of the 
text; and others as more difficult, and requiring answers 
01 a different kind. This is done in these Questions, as

This fact operates with peculiar force on the minds of 
4;hildren. 

In one other respect, these questions differ from the 
plan of the " Union Questions. " They are designed also 
as a harmony of the Evangelists. It is well known that 
different Evangelists oftennarratethe same facts substan- 
tially, yet in dinerent language, and with some considera- 
ble variety of circumstances. Material facts are often 
added by one writer that were omitted by another; and 
yet, those facta may be of vast use in understanding the 
narrative. The bringing together of those facts, may oft- 
en answer the purpose of a commentary. 7%e sacred 
narrative of an eveni. is vohat it is rq^tea to be by all the 
JEvangelisls. To understand it therefore, their successive 
statements should be compared; addirioiial circumstances 
mentioned by one, should be introduced in their proper 
place in the narrative of another; that thus an entire view 
of the facJts may be contemplated by the mind. — This 
mode of compariag passages, will often do much also to 
reconcile apparent contradictions. — ^In these questions 
Newcome's namiony has been used. Parallel passages 
are brought toother; and questions asked onM the facts 
of the cassj astfit were a continuous nawatvoCf with K(fer> 
ences to llie places where the answers are to be found, 
when taken from another Evangelist. A specimen of the 
manner in which this is done, may be seen in the account 
of the Demoniacks, in Mattb. viii. 28 — 34. 

The author may be allowed to suggest, that in Bible 
classes, as in Sunday Schoob, no advantage is gained by 
long lessons. .In many places five chapters have been 
given as a lesson. It will be found probably, however, 
mat a single chapter, well understood, thoroughly explain*

ed, as to the meaning of the text; ike ilhutration of im- 
portant words; the antiquities, customs, manners, geo* 
graphy, &c, of the chapter, with its practical bearing folly 
exhibited, will afford more permanetit ben^t than a much 
larger portion explained with less attention and care. If 
these questions are used in Sabbath Schools, it is suggest- 
ed that the same lessons be given in the Bible class, and 
in all the classes of the Sabbath School. The tearMers of 
the Sabbath School will have the advantage of direct in- 
struction on the lessons — an advantage in most places 
greatly needed; — and the Pastor will feel some measure 
of security that the instructions imparted in the Sabbath 
Schools under his care, will be in accordance with his 
own views of truth. 

It has been an object to avoid questions requiring only 
a simple affirmative or negative answer-— es|)ecially where 
such answers must be a mere matter of opinion. Such 
questions are often improper; do little good; do not excite 
to investigation ; and lead to habits of expressing opinions 
in known accordance with the sentiments of others, with- 
out investigation and independence of thought. Ques- 
tions on the Scriptures, as on all other subjects, should 
be fitted to call up the activity of the mind; to produce 
inquiry; to excite to the proper exercise of ^e facnhies; 
to elicit truth ; and to form to manly and correct habits of 
thought. 

It should be added that one great design of these ques- 
tions, is to fix the attention distinctly on the text; to pni^ 
mote inquiry and to lit the mind to receive instruction. 
This circumstance, will be a sufficient apology, it is 
hoped, for some questions to which Scholars will find it 
dimcult to procure answers. They are purposely inserted 
to direct the mind of the Teacher to the subject; they are 
expected to be answered by him; and are intended to fttr^ 
nish an opportunity for explanatory, or practical remark.

EXPLANATIONS. 

The figures placed at the begiiming of the lines, refer to 
Ibe several verses in the chapter. 
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Parallel lines = placed before qnestioiis denote that a 
parallel place is found, or that the same narrative is re- 
corded in some of the other Evangelists. The verses im- 
mediately following, denote that the parallelism extends 
only through those verses. A specimen may be seen in 
Matth, viii. 28—34. 

The words (Mark) (Luke) or (John) annexed to any 
of the questions in such paragrapns, denote that the an- 
swers to those questions are to be found in the parallel 
places iuMark, Luke, or John. Thus in Matth. viii. 28 — 
34. the parallel places are seen in the question following 
the character =s to be Maik v. 1 — ^20, and Luke viii. 26 — 
38. In those places, all the answers in the paragraph 
*vill be found.—One of these paragraphs might in Sab- 
bath Schools oflen constitute a lesson. 

There are two kinds of questions on each verse. The 
first kind printed in large type, are plain and easv, de- 
signed chiefly for children, and may oe answered, oy re- 
peating the whole, or a part of each verse. The second 
kind are printed in smaller type. 

They are more difficult, and require the Scholars to un. 
derstand the meamng of what is committed to memory. 

If these questions are used in Sabbath Schools, it is 
suggested that the same lesson should be recited on the 
same day by all the classes in the school. In most cases, 
a whole chapter will be found to be too long for a single 
lesson. It should be divided into two or more portions 
by tiuB Superintendent, and should be announced to the 
whole School, on the Sabbath previous to its being re- 
cited. It has been found useful, once in four weeks, to 
examine the whole School, on the lessons recited during 
the three preceding sabbaths. 

The mark $ pished in the margin is designed to indi- 
cate proper divisions of the chapters, into lessons for Sun- 
day Schools. The determination of the iipportionment 
of Sunday School lessons, should be left to the jud^paent 
of tLe Superintendent.
